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T a recent Presbyterian assembly, the conference elect- 

ed as head of its theological seminary in SanFrancisco 
a minister who has proclaimed his disbelief in the Virgin 
Birth of Christ. The meeting discussed such subjects as sex, 
birth control, NAACP, federal aid to education, abolish- 
ment of capital punishment, federal housing, admission of 
Communist China to the U.N.— in fact, practically every- 
thing except religion.

Jesus is also reported throughout 
a continuous part of the history of art, it is claimed, to 
have been blond. This is supposedly unnatural for the 
Mediterranian countries where this same tradition started 
and was continued. Hence Jesus must have been the child 
of a German soldier.” 

Of Jesus, Ferre says: “He is at best a vague figure. He 
never was nor became God.” Of Communism, Ferre says: 
“We shall witness to the Communists because whatever 
truth is theirs we accept wholeheartedly, and beyond their 
truth lies God's truth . . . If Marxism should conquer the 
whole world, this might be merely the prelude in economic 
arrangement to the blossoming forth within it of the deeply 
sowed seed of the Christian faith and expectations.”

“MILK IS FOR KIDS,” most teen-agers and 
adults seem to feel—which is why so few 
of them drink much of it—and it's why 
milk consumption isn't higher. A Va. 
Exp. Sta. survey has found that “social 
custom" and thinking of milk as “not an 
adult drink" kept half or more of them 
from drinking milk. Only 21% of the 
adults surveyed seemed concerned about 
milk being “too fattening." Only 1% of 
the adults serve milk as a drink for 
dinner during cold weather, for adult 
guests. A sign of poor dairy promotion? 
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LATE SUMMER AND FALL irrigation can pay 
off in increased yields of pastures for 
fall and winter grazing, advises E. oe 
Hale, ~ agricultural engineer at VPI. He 
warns against putting the irrigation 
equipment away too early. 


NATIONAL AVERAGE SUPPORT RATE for peanuts 
has been set at $201.24 per ton for aver- 
age grades by the USDA. This rate is an 
increase of $7.44 per ton over the 1959 
support rate. Virginia-type peanuts will 
be supported at $213.95 per ton. 


“HOTBEDS” FOR FRUIT TREES may be the newest 
use for plastic mulch. Several peach 
growers in Kings. County, Calif. are try- 
ing it with young trees, to extend the 
trees' growing period. The plastic holds 
moisture as well as heat (during the 
cooler seasons of the year) to the soil 
area around the trunk, where it's ap- 
plied. 








ALFALFA WON'T FIX NITROGEN in the soil un- 
less it has cobalt, Calif. Exp. Sta. 
tests have found. Although only tiny 
amounts of cobalt are needed, alfalfa 
plants which don't get it have been found 
to be feeble, and failed to put nitrogen 
into the soil. 


TO NOBODY'S SURPRISE, this year's wheat crop 
is turning out to be 4 whopper. Final 
figures will show it to be somewhere 
around 1.4 billion bushels—one-fifth 
larger than last year's. 

Feed grain situation isn't as bad, 
however. Corn crop is expected to be 
about 6% smaller than last year's, grain 
sorghum crop outlook is for a little less 
than last year, and there was less oats 
and barley from this crop than in ‘59. 
Soybean crop is a little 3 SELL (based 
on early estimates) than "59, however. 





ROOT-KNOT INDEX for measuring nematode 
infestation has been worked out by N. C. 
State College. Growers use it while 
stalks of the old crop still are in the 
field right after harvest. “One of every 
two tobacco growers now fumigates fields 
for nematode control, but many don't 

need to and Benes: wasting money and hurt- 
ing their crop by fumigating," sa says 
Furney ag Fe a tobacco disease specialist.

“It’s 
more than a timesaver,” he says. “We just 
couldn’t do without it.”

BIG LABOR TIGHTENS FARM NOOSE TWO WAYS

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THE big unions don’t want much! 

They just want to tell you who to hire . . . Who 
to make foreman How much to pay... 
When, and if, you can fire a slacker... A few 
little things like that. 

As a farmer, how'd you like being told to pay 
the hired hands for Saturday holidays—when they 
always “go to town” anyway? How'd you like 
to have a strike when a fresh crop is ripe; get 
clubbed on your way to market for crossing the 
picket line at your gate? How’d you like to be 
locked off your farm? 

Or . . . as a worker, how'd you like to be told 
you couldn’t work—even if the kids are hungry, 
or sick? 

These things are happening! They are as close 
to you as your tractor seat—and getting closer. 


Today, unions are after the men who make trac- 
tors. Tomorrow, they'll go for the men who drive 
‘em. Big unionism is making its farm move (see 
“Labor Strikes At Harvest Time,” August 
FARM AND RANCH)—a move certain to be en- 
couraged by eager young politicians making prom- 
ises. 

For a long time labor bosses have helped up 
the cost of things you have to buy. (When buying 
a tractor, the labor in it costs you more than the 
steel.) To bring you closer to what’s happening— 
because it’s now creeping closer to you—-FaRM 
AND RANCH looked in on a strike in the implement 
business for a first-hand report: 

The strike at Clausen Works of J. I. Case 
Company, Racine, Wis., is now five months old.

HOW SOUR THE CUBAN SUGAR CRISIS? 


@ CAN WE PRODUCE OUR OWN? 


@ WHO ARE THE REAL CULPRITS 


MERICAN farmers have been “subsidizing” Cuba to 
the tune of over $200 million a year. 

It's more than a matter of $150 million a year the U.S. 
paid Cuba in premiums for sugar—over and above world 
market prices. If American farmers produced that sugar, 
they could add $227 million to their annual gross income. 
And $130 million a year to their net. 

Many farmers are no longer satisfied with a simple demand 
that they be allowed to expand sugar production—now that 
Cuba’s quota is suspended. They are asking, rightfully, why 
they were forced to make this tremendous sacrifice in the 
first place. Naturally, they look on buying from enemies 
at the expense of American farmers as ridiculous. Some say 
it's almost as bad to “buy friends” at their expense. 


Why has it happened? And why is there any question 
about what to do next? FaRM AND RANCH asked these ques- 
tions, coast to coast—with special concentration in legisla- 
tive and administrative offices in Washington. We asked 
the “haves” and the “have-nots,” the farmers, technicians, 
economists and politicians. We got all kinds of answers, 
some reasons, many excuses and the run-around. 


“Our farmers couldn't produce the sugar,” we were told. 
But a little bit of checking disproves it. 

True, the cane sugar area of Louisiana is producing at 
near capacity; Puerto Rico and Hawaii can’t expand; and 
limited expansion in the cane area of Florida could nothing 
like fill the bill. It would take well over a million acres to 
replace Cuban imports (one-third of U.S. consumption). 

But according to sugar specialists in Washington, among 
others, there are millions of acres in the United States that 
could produce sugar beets—at a handsome profit. There is 
potential “sugar” land in the Red River Valley of Minnesota 
and North Dakota, in the Columbia River Basin, in the 
Magic Valley of Idaho, in areas of California, Arizona and 
New Mexico, in the Panhandles of Texas and Oklahoma. 


“Our farmers are producing all they want to,” we heard. 
And these people were obviously talking about the estab- 
lished growers, who don’t want their playhouse disturbed. 
They want to keep an import status, with a mainland short- 
age and strong prices. And they don’t want too many 
“new” growers. Some established processors (who ac- 
tually hold the whip hand with allotments) feel the same 
—having threatened to stop milling for certain farmers if 
they don’t quit crying for acreage. (No farmer can plant 
beets without a milling contract.) 

Truth is, many farmers are beating on desks in Washing- 
ton trying to get allotments. In the Texas, Oklahoma, New 
Mexico area the Texas Sugar Beet Growers Assn. assures 
applications for 200,000 new acres. They took applications 
for 60,000 acres in Deaf Smith County alone. 
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WHY DON’T WE? 


AND THE VICTIMS?

A survey conducted in Arizona indicated that another 
200,000 acres would be planted in that state. 


“But they wouldn't stay with it,” somebody objected. 
“They would go into beets, and get out when another crop 
looks good.” 

A good acre of sugar beets brings the farmer about $175 
gross—$100 or more net profit. How long would it take 
to knock you off that wagon? (Established growers get the 
same subsidy paid to Cuban producers, plus a tariff bene- 
fit and a Sugar Act payment.) 


“We don’t have the facilities for processing,” I was re- 
minded. True! And we won't have until the manufacturers 
can be assured that their investment is for a permanent ex- 
pansion program. A new mill costs $20 million. 

Perhaps the strongest lobby in Washington favoring the 
continuing of import sugar is made up of Eastern mill 
interests. These mills process offshore raw sugar; would be 
poorly located for handling State-side beet sugar—and some 
investors hope to reclaim their production interests in Cuba. 


There were many other answers, of sorts. People pointed 
to the number of Cubans in the U. S.; world reaction; Cuba 
as an export market; the time it would take to expand. 

And it would take time. Sugar production is a long-term, 
not a short-term proposition. Sugar Division experts in 
USDA estimate it would take five years to expand pro- 
duction by 20% —without a “crash” program, which they be- 
lieve unsound. But they do not deny that it could be done. 

Potential new growers know it would take time. They 
ask only for a gradual expansion program. Farm Bureau's 
proposal is that mainland growers be given 70% of the “con- 
sumption increase” each year (instead of 55%, as now) 
—plus priority to fill the shortages from Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. They figure it would total an increase of about 
600,000 tons a year—225,000 acres. 


The big question left unanswered is: “Why can’t we have 
the assurance of time?” And the answer is in politics. 

You can’t get it at USDA, in congressional Ag commit- 
tees or the White House. Routine reply is that “Cuba may 
have another revolution—we must /e/p our “friends.” 

Whether Secretary Benson has agreed with the State De- 
partment in its policy of penalizing farmers for gifts abroad 
—and agrees now to holding the sugar quota as “bait” to 
get Cuba back—or whether he simply condones it as Admin- 
istration policy . . . only he can answer. Nevertheless, it 
is happening. (Will also apply with Dominican Republic.) 


Only three more questions! How many countries have 
huddled under Russia’s wing, and later been released? How 
many friends have we “bought” with dollars? And how long 
have we waited for a “counter-revolution” in China?

e Controversy over 
cotton’s lost market 


“DESPERATE” is the way National 
Cotton Council president J. C. Smith, 
of Sylacauga, Ala., describes the cot- 
ton textile import situation. He de- 
clares that the need is urgent for ac- 
tion by Congress—“no later than the 
coming session” —to restrict the 
mounting tide of imported textiles. 

In terms of raw cotton, Smith points 
out, textile imports rose from 33,000 
bales in 1948 to 500,000 bales (esti- 
mated) this year. Big advantage for- 
eign mills have—besides dirt-cheap 
labor—in competition for our own 
markets is the U.S. cotton export sub- 
sidy program. Foreign mills can buy 
our own cotton for six cents a pound 
less than U.S. mills can. 

More irony, not pointed out by 
Smith, is the double indemnity this 
routine places on the U.S. taxpayer. 
He subsidized export of the cot- 
ton in the first place, so foreign mills 
could manufacture it into textiles to 
ship back into this country, so it 
could displace a half-million-bale U.S. 
market for U.S. cotton, so another 
half-million bale surplus of U.S. cot- 
ton is created for subsidized shipment 
overseas again. 

On the other side, Henry Kearns, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce for 
International Affairs, still claims that 
other factors affect the health of the 
industry much more than imports on 
tariffs. Those he listed at a summer 
meeting in North Carolina are: (1) 
Disposable income being spent on 
textile products is down from 9.4% 
in 1948 to less than 7% today; (2) 
“Apparent inability of the industry to 


gear output to the volume the market 
will absorb at a profitable price” and 
(3) Competition from non-textile 
products, plus mounting inter-fiber 
competition. 

In a nut shell, Kearns discounts the

AS of Labor Day the initial shock 
of the long prepared for blitz of labor 
unions against farmers seemed to wane 
somewhat. West coast growers tardily 
mobilized to fight back as the scene 
shifted from the North—where the 
harvests were nearly over—to the 
South, which so far has had little 
trouble. The Imperial Valley is pre- 
dicted to be the next hot spot. 

The Department of Labor, after two 
previous postponements of farm labor 
hearings, finally indefinitely postponed 
hearing the growers’ side. 

After “battles” in the cherry and 
pear orchard areas—some resulting in 
lawsuits—came a walkout of the team- 
sters in a cooling plant at Salinas.

—refuting the union charge that big 
farmers were “masquerading as fam- 
ily farmers”—there was a strike at a 
4% acre farm in Merced County, 
Calif.

nificantly affect the U.S. textile in- 
dustry, and that cotton imports have 
a part in a two-way trade policy es- 
sential to the economic and political 
security of the U.S. and its allies.

ing for their economic lives, New 
Jersey poultrymen, 1500 strong, have 
joined up with Jimmy Hoffa (Team- 
sters).

Selecting beef 
heifers for higher fertility on basis of their 
dams' records “is likely to yield very little 
return,” he concludes. 


WHAT KIND OF MUSIC do your cows like? On the Yankey 
Dairy Farm, near Kerrville, Tex., it's classi- 
cal music that seems to produce the most milk 
from the most contented cows. So that's the 
kind of music they get during milking time, 
piped into the parlor from a record player 
nearby.

AMINO ACID COMPOSITION of feeds will become a more 
important feed evaluation tool, according to 
a Univ. of Wis. scientist. Properly balanced 
amino acids in hog rations would cut down on 
the total protein necessary in some hog 
feeds, says W. G. Hoekstra.

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out of Water? 


“IF the water supply (of the Texas High Plains) fails 
under the heavy burden of raising potatoes in constantly 
increasing amounts, the new enterprise will inevitably 
collapse, and the land will be returned to pasture or dry 
farming . . .” gloomily predicted Howe Bancroft, USDA 
economist. 

That was 1940, not 1960. Cotton, not potatoes, be- 
came the big crop in the fertile southern part of the 
High Plains. Angry West Texans felt like lynching 
Bancroft, and did force USDA to recall the warning 
bulletin he wrote in 1940, 

Bancroft added that “. . . the ground-water supply is 
entirely at the mercy of those who use it. It is neither 
inexhaustible, nor can it be replenished unless pumping 
ceases for an extended period of time . . . Finally, a 
situation may be reached where the level is so far 
down that the farmer can no longer afford to pump the 
water up for irrigating.” 

Bancroft needn’t have worried about potatoes. But, 
in everything else he may have been a better prophet 
than anyone realized then, when High Plains irrigation 
farming was in its infancy. 

A survey just completed by Texas A&M College 
shows that the static water level in the irrigated High 
Plains has dropped an average of more than 46 feet 
since 1937—and is still dropping at the rate of at 
least 3 feet a year! The survey was made in sub-division 
No. 1 of the High Plains Underground Water Reservoir 
—all or parts of 21 counties, covering a total area of 
more than 10,000 square miles. 


How about irrigated areas in other parts of the coun- 
try? “I hope the time never comes when we have to 
get food and fiber from irrigation in the humid sec- 
tions,” concludes a Texas A&M water-resources spe- 
cialist, unwilling to let his name be quoted. And the 
signs are that other parts of the low-rainfall area, which 
are irrigating heavily, may be in something of the same 
fix as the High Plains. No one knows for sure, because 
no one has made the same kind of survey in irrigated 
Western Oklahoma and similar areas. Before the Texas 
A&M survey, many High Plains farmers pooh-poohed 
talk of falling water tables, insisting there was plenty 
of water for everybody. 

And, in heavily-irrigated Pecos County, Tex., under- 
ground water levels dropped as much as 150 feet from 
1946 to 1958. There was some natural recharge— 
about half to a fourth as much as was withdrawn. 

Of the 10,649 square miles surveyed by Texas A&M, 
only 194,000 irrigated acres—a little more than 5% — 
was classed as “not particularly affected” by water level 
decline. And these are the (Continued on page 26) 
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LUBBOCK (Tex.) Experiment Station 
has revealed how to use those cotton 
burs now being turned out in large 
volume at the gins on the Texas High 
Plains. Six years of experiments at 
the station show that the combined 
use of burs and nitrogen fertilizer can 
increase lint yields and hike water ef- 
ficiency as well. Researchers suggest 
the following schedule: 

Use burs, plus 12 to 15 pounds of 
nitrogen per ton of burs, applied the 
first year; follow the same procedure 
the second year; use burs only in 
the third year; and apply no burs and 
no nitrogen during the fourth, fifth 
and sixth years. This schedule should 
be repeated again, beginning with the 
seventh year. 

For the six-year period covered in 
the tests at Lubbock, the greatest lint 
yield increases were obtained during 
the last four years. After three an- 
nual applications of burs on the same 
location, lint yields were increased for 
three additional years without burs. 

The addition of 12 to 15 pounds of 
nitrogen per ton of burs applied dur- 
ing the first two years of bur appli- 
cation is recommended to provide 
enough nitrogen for plant growth and 
for the microorganisms involved in 
the decomposition of the burs, 


Most Economical Application 


Most economical application at Lub- 
bock involved 4 tons of burs and 
about 45 pounds of nitrogen per acre, 
although significant yield increases 
were obtained with up to 6 tons of 
burs and a proportionately higher ap- 
plication of nitrogen. 

Soil type and level of soil fertility, 
of course, will play a big role in de- 
termining the most economical appli- 
cation of burs and nitrogen for an 
individual farm. 

Cotton burs alone, at the rate of 4 
tons per acre, increased lint yields by 
an average of 35 pounds for a three- 
year period at Lubbock. Lint yields 
were increased over check yields by 
243 pounds per acre by the applica- 
tion of 45 pounds of nitrogen and 4 
tons of burs. Four tons of burs and 
30 pounds of nitrogen increased the 
lint yield 214 pounds per acre over 
the check yields. 
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These increases are highly signifi- 
cant and emphasize the importance of 
using nitrogen with burs in the first 
and second year of bur application on 
the same land. Method of land prepa- 
ration after the burs were applied had 
little effect on the benefits obtained 
from the burs. 


Tascosa Tops Tests 


TASCOSA, the new hard red winter 
wheat which was grown for the first 
time on the Texas High Plains this 
past season, is generating much en- 
thusiasm in that area. 

Test plots of the new wheat at the 
High Plains Research Foundation in 
Hale County averaged 6012 bushels 
per acre in yield. Similar farm yields 
were reported in the region, but the 
production of. Tascosa dropped to 49 
bushels per acre in one variety demon- 
stration. 

Delbert Langford, associate agrono- 
mist at the Research Foundation, says 
that Tascosa tested as high or higher 
than the other popular varieties. A- 
mong Tascosa’s outstanding character- 
istics are a lower, sturdier stalk and 
firm setting of the kernels in the 
glumes. It resists shattering and also 
shows some resistance to hail. Tas- 
cosa’s shorter, sturdier plants resist 
lodging. It’s a later-maturing variety, 
possibly eight to 10 days, than Early 
Triumph. 

“In general, this is the best wheat 
variety released to farmers in our 
area in a number of years,” says 
Hale County Agent Ollie Liner. 


Dear Editor 


e e e During the past few years 
there have been several reports on 
skiprow farming. As a rule they cover 

. Simply comments from observa- 
tions of an existing practice, with em- 
phasis on disadvantages. Is it possi- 
ble that the interviewed usually in- 
volved just simply don’t know the ad- 
vantages? There are so very many 
advantages, against only a few minor 
disadvantages. 

In 1954 I pioneered the now estab- 
lished skip-row irrigated cotton farm- 
ing, planting my entire crop in this 
manner. Aside from two farmers who 


felt my plan had merits, I was sub- 
jected to a generous amount of ridi- 
cule from many, until, as the crop 
progressed, it became obvious that 
the technique was a success. 

With my seventh skip-row crop 
coming on I am today operating under 
an improved technique; however, 
much more progress can be made in 
this direction. Farming for a living 
as I do, there is a limit to experi- 
mental procedure; however, many of 
the problems as reported have never 
been experienced by myself and oth- 
ers. I have never experienced the loss 
of water into the blanks, have never 
watered five middles for four rows of 
cotton. Last year I built a special 
planter, which is in use again this year. 
which permits watering one middle 
for each two rows. While this system 
needs improving, it paid off well last 
year, with a yield of 3.62 bales per 
acre. With properly planned opera- 
tions, there is actually no great prob- 
lem involved in skip-row farming. 

With your many contacts, it is pos- 
sible that you could start the ball rol- 
ling for an all-out effort by a tax-sup- 
ported group to coordinate current 
know-how and further perfect the 
technique of this type farming, that it 
might be more widely practiced on a 
well-planned basis for the benefit of 
the individual and the industry as a 
whole.

Warning About Milo 


TIP to farmers planning to store grain 
sorghum on their farms: Dry grain 
is the key to safe storage, according 
to Texas Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice specialists. 

Sorghum grain can be stored safe- 
ly for six months without turning or 
aeration if the grain or trash in the 
bin contains no more than 12% mois- 
ture. Grain of this moisture content 
can be stored longer than a year with 
proper aeration. 

For storing longer than a year with- 
out turning or aeration, the moisture 
content should be no higher than 11%. 
If sorghum grain is aerated or turned 
during storage, it can be stored safely 
for several months at 12 to 14%.

POSSIBILITY OF AN ACREAGE INCREASE for cot- 
ton in 1961 turned to assurance during 
the past month. The increase will be at 
least 10% over the basic 1960 acreage, 
and may be more. Controlling factors will 
be the further deterioration of the cur- 
rent crop and the continuation of the 
strong export and domestic demand for 
cotton. Formal announcement of the in- 
crease will not come until later, but the 
Administration is eager to make the cot- 
ton program work, including the provision 
that farmers benefit from increased de- 
mand. 











A NEW POSSIBILITY is that accompanying the 
acreage increase will be a slight in- 
crease in the price support level to 
compensate for the parity revision made 
in Jan. of 1959. When the Agricultural 
Act of 1958 was passed, the projection 
indicated a specific price level for cot- 
ton in 1961. The parity revision, how- 
ever, reduced that potential somewhat. 

In order to give the farmer the price 
indicated when the legislation was 
passed, there is a very good possibility 
that the supports will be increased above 
the minimum of 70% to a level which will 
equal the projected price. 








DROUTH CONDITIONS that prevailed too long 
before rains came lowered the crop pros- 
pects in some areas. Too frequent rains, 
which upset insect control programs and 
resulted in too rank growth, caused de- 
terioration in others. The August crop 
estimate of 14,471,000 bales was lower 
than expected. This was not on the basis 
of yields, but largely because the acre- 
age for harvest was smaller than had been 
expected. The number of farmers who fail- 
ed to plant reallocated acreage was sur- 
prising and failure to realize that the 
crop was under-planted brought higher 
private estimates. 








SHIPPERS ARE TURNING to the current crop 
for cotton of all qualities because of 
their experience with the reclassing of 
the CCC stocks under the sales program. 
Two years ago the cottons in the CCC 

stocks were subject to considerable re-

ductions in grade and staple, when re- 
classed after purchase. This year most 
of the cotton is being reclassed the same 
as it was classed originally, and some, 
especially the Western growths that have 
been reconcentrated in the Central and 
Eastern Belt warehouses, are being in- 
creased in grade or staple. The result 
is that the shippers are turning to cur- 
rent crop cottons for their supplies, 
rather than risk losses by underesti- 
mating the values of the CCC cottons. 
Since there are no low grade cottons in 

the CCC stocks, competition will be 
especially keen for qualities below Mid- 
dling and there will be a need for the 
Middling and better cottons from the 
crop Since they will be cheaper than the 
CCC stocks and of known, rather uncertain 
quality. Compounding this demand are the 
early reports from many areas indicating 
that the 1960 cotton is better in spin- 
ning quality than crops in recent years, 
both as to uniformity, when ginned prop- 
erly, and strength. 











FARMERS HAVE AN INCREASING STAKE in the 
future of American cotton markets, both 
at home and abroad. What they do or do 
not do can influence the future more than 
legislation, subsidy programs and the 
like. A. G. Paxton, president of the 
American Cotton Shippers Association, has 
just returned from a prolonged European 
trip and he is disappointed and disillu- 
sioned with the standing of American cot- 
tons in the foreign markets. Complaints 
are universal that American cotton lacks 
in spinning quality, when compared with 
the competing cottons from many nations, 
including Russia, in too many instances. 
General Paxton's argument that most Amer- 
ican cotton is good cotton did not allay 
the discontent over the quality of ship- 
ments received. Some of the responsibil- 
ity is the result of poor shipments, but 
much of the disapproval of American cot- 
ton can be traced back to the farmer 

who prepares his cotton poorly and in- 
Sists on excessive ginning. At current 
price support differences, the farmer is 
not only doing his product a disservice 
by poor practices, but he is costing 
himself money.

Most noticeably affected by the 


water level decline have been older 
wells—many of them have had to be 
lowered several times, or put to pump- 
ing longer hours to water fewer acres. 
Most newer wells have been drilled 
deeper in the first place, to nearer the 
bottom of the water-bearing strata. 
Thus the water disappearance is tak- 
ing place above the level of the well’s 
supply. 


What about recharge? Concludes 
the Texas A&M survey: “For all prac- 
tical purposes, the ground water is not 
subject to renewal. So the problem, 
as with other mining operations, is 
one of allocating their use through 
time.” (In California, in some areas 
where ground-water irrigation has 
gone further and faster than even the 
High Plains, dropping water tables 
have forced some crop farmers to 
decide on a long “irrigation holiday.” 
No more pumping for irrigation until 
and unless the water table rises. They 
can only hope that it will.) 

“Allocating the use” of the disap- 
pearing underground water supply is 
discussed in detail by the Texas A&M 
report. Far-sighted West Texas lead- 
ers, like Extension Service’s Dave 
Sherrill, Irrigation Agent, have been 
crusading for years for better use of 
the water that is still there. But that’s 
another story—one that FARM AND 
RANCH will be telling in future issues. 

Meantime, waste of the diminishing 
underground water supply may be 
bringing closer, fast, the day when the 
water will be declared a “public util- 
ity”"—to save the cities and towns that 
must have the water, if not to save ir- 
rigated agriculture. And West Texas 
and other heavily-irrigated areas may

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Depletion allowance 
for water, too? 


IRRIGATION farmers in every state 
can watch with special interest the 
outcome of a federal district court 
suit against Internal Revenue Service. 
It's by the High Plains Underground 
Water Conservation District at Lub- 
bock, Tex., and it'll attempt to give ir- 
rigation farmers the same federal in- 
come tax “break” that oil men get. 
IRS has previously refused to accept 
ground water as a “depletable natural 
resource” (as oil and other mineral 
deposits are classed), subject to the 
depletion allowances for income tax 
reporting. The water district contends 
that ground water is a natural re- 
source, being depleted faster than 
recharging of the aquifers can take 
place, and that anyone using water 
(from underground sources) to pro- 
duce income should be allowed federal 
income tax deduction for depletion. 
(See “Will the Southwest Run out of 
Water?”, this issue. ) 

Logic seems to be on the side of the 
farmer-members of the district; there’s 
no apparent difference, in this respect, 
between depleting oil and depleting 
water. But the district has been try- 
ing since 1954 to get IRS to make this 
allowance; it has steadily refused. 

If the district wins the decision, 
however, the ruling may not have 
blanket application. Test cases may 
be necessary in other areas to show 
whether ground water used for ir- 
rigation is being depleted faster than 
recharging takes place. 


Tougher Screwworms 
Down West? 


HOW far the sterile-male-fly tech- 
nique went toward eliminating the 
screwworm from the Southeast de- 
pends upon whose word you take. 
Next chapter on it will be written next 
year. But the same technique is hit- 
ting snags in the Southwest. 

Screwworms have not been whipped 
in the Southwest—the male flies seem 
to be tougher there. It could be that 
they are getting crossbred vigor (cross- 
ing with flies that come out of Mex- 
Ico) 

At any rate, USDA's Research Serv- 
ice is building a new $200,000 lab at 
Kerrville, Tex., to find better way of 
producing radiation-sterilized insects 
—and better ways of using them to 
eradicate species.

@ @ e | make planters from gourds, 
for myself and for gifts. I use only 
gourds that are fully mature, scrubbing 
them with fine sandpaper until they 
glisten. Each gourd is selected for the 
type of plant it will be used for: If it’s 
to be used for a trailing plant such as 
ivy, I select a gourd with a long 
handle. For plants such as begonias, 
sultanas and African violets, I use the 
larger short handled gourds. The 
large “Martin gourds” and Sugar 
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trough gourds make better planters for 
large plants such as geraniums and 
Christmas cactus. 

If the gourd is to hang against the 
wall or a post, I cut an opening in 
one side only. I cut a straight line 2 
inches below where the handle be- 
gins and three-fourths across the 
gourd. Then I make a triangle by cut- 
ting a line from each end of the first 
line, and let them meet in the center 
of the stem about 4 inches from the 
first line. If I want to change the 
size or shape, I work from the sides 
of the opening. If I want the planter 
to hang in an open place, I cut the

same size and shape opening in each 
side, making sure I don’t get the open- 
ings large enough to weaken the gourd. 
Next, I bore a small hole through the 
handle about an inch from the end 
and run through a small chain, wire or 
strong cord to hang the planter. 

When I finish cutting and polish- 
ing the gourd I apply a coating of 
Shellac to inside and out. It can then 
be painted if desired. 

The gourd baskets make pretty 
holders for all kinds of flower ar- 
rangements and are particularly nice 
for winter bouquets of dried flowers.

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Loveless Marriages 


AS a minister who does considerable 
personal counseling, I am impressed 
by the number of loveless marriages 
that exist. I am startled and shocked, 
when marriages that seem to me al- 
most ideal turn out to be lifeless, as 
hollow as a gourd. Women, married 
many years, frankly say that they are 
not happy, never have been. They 
“put up” with their mates, without 
feeling any deep bond. 

Men report that they had their 
doubts about the wisdom of their mar- 
riages from the beginning, but having 
committed themselves, went through 
with them. As the years increased 
their responsibilities, they shouldered 
the burden and carried it as best they 
could, but they have never really been 
happy in their marriages. 

Both men and women state that 
what they called “love” was in reality 
physical attraction, a desire for free- 
dom from parents, to be on their own, 
or tha: they were in love with the 
idea of getting married. Mentally, 
emotionally and spiritually, there was 
no basis for marriage, but they ignored 
this until afterward. 

How many married people feel this 
way? What is our percentage of happy 
marriages? What is the percentage of 
“endured marriages”? 

Paul said that love is the greatest 
thing in the world. I believe it. But 
love means mutual respect, trust, ap- 
preciation, thoughtfulness, unselfish- 
ness, forgiveness, understanding, affec- 
tion and joy in one’s oneness. When 
one loves, he understands Paul's 
words: “Love has good manners. . . 
Love knows no limit to its endurance, 
no end to its trust, no fading of its 
hope; it can outlast anything. It is in 
fact the one thing that still stands 
when all else has fallen.” 

Why is there not more love of this 
kind in our marriages? Is it because 
of our self-centeredness, our failure to 
be our best, our failure to do more 
“for” our marriages?

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But Do You Really 
UNDERSTAND The Bible? 


Many people maintain that the Bible is 
so simple and clear that anyone can un- 
derstand it. 

Yet today the Christian world is divid- 
ed into conflicting opinions as to what 
the Bible means. Sincere and equally 
learned Bible scholars take different 
meanings from the same words, and 
there are many Christian sects which dis- 
agree on basic Bible questions. 

The average Christian who wants to 
understand the Bible, finds all this con- 
fusing . .. wondering which interpreta- 
tion to accept, whom to believe. The 
result is that the Bible often gathers dust 
on the family bookshelf, when it should 
be bringing joy to the hearts of men. 

Catholics, of course, join with Chris- 
tians everywhere in recognizing the com- 
plete Bible as the inspired Word of God. 
It could not be otherwise, for it was the 
Catholic Church which assembled the 
books of the Bible nearly 1600 years ago, 
and which preserved its precious message 
on parchment for a thousand years before 
the invention of the printing press. 

It is unfortunate, however, that some 
of the most devoted Bible readers do 
not understand it. As a matter of fact, 
Holy Scripture is seldom correctly un- 
derstood unless we have certain pre- 
liminary knowledge concerning God's 
revealed truth. 

In writing the New Testament, its au- 
thors took into account that a knowledge 
of God's revelation already prevailed. 
The books they wrote were intended to 
instruct and confirm teachings already 
known—not to announce something en- 
tirely unknown. When you have this 
preliminary knowledge, the Bible is 
neither contradictory nor confusing. 

The books of the Bible were given 
by God through writers who addressed 
themselves to people who already pos- 
sessed faith in God and to whom the 
divinely revealed message was, to some

to induce readers to conform their lives 
to it. They were certainly not intended to 
teach all of God's revealed truth to those 
who were learning it for the first time.

Measure water into a large mixing bowl. Sprinkle or crum- 
ble in yeast. Stir until dissolved. Add salt, shortening and 
sugar. Add and stir in flour. Turn dough out on lightly 
floured board. Knead 8 to 10 minutes or until dough is 
springy and elastic and does not stick to the board. Place in 
greased bowl and brush top lightly with melted shortening. 
Cover with a cloth. Let rise in a warm place, free from 
draft, until doubled in bulk, about 40 minutes. Punch dough 
down. Let rise again until almost doubled in bulk, about 
30 minutes. Punch down, turn out on floured board and cut 
dough into two equal portions. 

Roll each half into an oblong about 8x 10 inches. Be- 
ginning with the wide side, roll up tightly. Seal edges by

pinching together. With hands on each end of roll, roll 
gently back and forth to lengthen loaf and taper ends. Place 
loaves on a greased baking sheet sprinkled lightly with yel- 
low corn meal. Brush loaves with cornstarch glaze. Let 
rise, uncovered, about 1% hours. Brush again with corn- 
starch glaze. With a sharp knife, make %-inch slashes in 
dough at 2-inch intervals. Bake at 400 degrees (hot oven) 
10 minutes. Remove from oven, brush again with corn- 
starch glaze. Return and bake about 30 minutes or until 
golden brown. 
Cornstarch Glaze 

Mix 1 teaspoon cornstarch with | teaspoon cold water.

Dissolve the yeast in the % cup of lukewarm water. Scald 
the mixing bowl and pour 1 cup hot water into it.

When the mixture is lukewarm add the 
yeast. Stir in enough flour to make a batter, beat well then 
add rest of flour to make a dough. Knead until smooth 
and elastic and until it does not stick to the board. 

Brush the top with water to keep a crust from forming. 
Cover and set in a moderately warm place, until the dough 
is doubled in bulk. This will take from 1 to 1% hours. 

Work down, let rise and divide in half, shape into two 
loaves and place in well-greased pans. To get a good, 
crisp and crusty top, brush the top with melted butter. Cover 
and let rise until doubled in bulk. Bake in a hot oven at 
425 degrees for first 15 minutes. Reduce heat to 325 degrees 
or less if bread browns too quickly. Bake about 45 minutes 
in all. 

Remove and set on rack to cool. If you don't want it to 
be too crusty and prefer a softer loaf, wrap in waxed paper 
while still warm.

A sure-fire project is the daffodil bulb. It comes 
“loaded,” like a nice sort of bomb. When you 
put it in the ground in fall there are embryo leaves and buds 
already packed inside. These swell and stretch within their 
scaly casing as winter days tick off the time interval. Spring 
pulls the trigger and flowers push up to give you a bang. 
That’s one reason daffodils have been a mainstay of 
gardens since colonial days. But ease of culture is not 
their only virtue. They'll stay with you—and increase— 
for years and years, with little effort on your part. They're 
relatively disease-free and come too early in spring to be 
bothered by many insects. Moles, field mice and gophers 
turn away from the bulbs, which contain a poisonous sub- 
stance. Cattle won't eat the leaves. 

Millions of daffodils already grow, of course, around 
Southern farm homes. “Early trumpets,” planted by our 
grandmothers, sound golden notes in a spring symphony be- 
fore winter moves entirely off the scene. In the Deep 
South precocious paper-whites pop out of the ground by 
Thanksgiving to give a preview showing of spring. 

Let’s keep the old-time daffodils, by all means. It’s a

pleasant hobby to collect those found in abandoned ceme- 
teries, old farmyards and escaped along country roadsides 
With true identities long lost in most cases, no small part 
of their charm lies in quaint colloquial names they've picked 
up. “Sweeties” are tiny but deliciously fragrant jonquils, 
and “Gold Dollars” come in yellow bunches. “Swan's 
Neck” is a demure little white trumpet flower.

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Live Long? Eat Right! 


THE most effective way to insure a 
long life would be to choose parents 
who live to ripe old ages. Unfortu- 
nately, we have no choice in this. So 
we turn to the next most effective way 
to promote long life—proper eating. 
Here we have a choice and a responsi- 
bility. 

What is proper eating? We doctors 
wish we knew exactly. Yet today, 
thanks to intensive research being 
done, we have some knowledge as to 
what makes up the most wholesome 
diet. New facts are being discovered 
every week, so the following sugges- 
tions, while generally agreed on, are 
subject to change: 

First, proper eating means consum- 
ing only enough calories to keep your 
weight at a normal or slightly below 
normal level. 

Second, a proper diet means eating 
foods that provide all the requirements 
of minerals, vitamins and protein. 
This should include each day for most 
(but not all) adults at least two cups 
of milk, two servings of lean meat, 
four or five servings of vegetables and 
fruit with one citrus fruit or tomato 
each day for vitamin C. Skimmed 
milk or buttermilk is best for most 
adults. The amount of bread and 
cereals will depend on the calories 
needed. Children, pregnant women 
and persons with illnesses will need 
quite different types of diet. 

Third, a proper diet will be low in 
butter fat, egg yolk and all animal 
fats, except fish oils. Such a diet 
may include, at least for males (and 
this is not completely established yet), 
the addition of several ounces of liquid 
vegetable oil to the diet each day. 

Yes, man is a good bit more than 
what he eats, but what he eats can 
help give him the necessary healthy 
years to reach his God-given potential.

some commercial production of them 
—notably in Virginia. In the Lower 
South many larger kinds—especially 
trumpet varieties—-have a poor health 
record. The class known as “Tazettas” 
(cluster-flowered) and the true jon- 
quils and jonquil hybrids are most de- 
pendable. But adventurous growers in 
this area are constantly discovering 
that supposedly “impossible” kinds 
may also thrive. 

Planting is best done as soon as 
you can get bulbs in autumn. While 
they'll survive for months out of the 
ground, early planting means better 
rooting and finer, longer-stemmed 
flowers next spring. 

Any reasonably good soil that’s well 
drained suits them. Spade it deeply 
but set bulbs with just about 4 
inches of crumbled dirt over their 
tops—shallower in heavy soil and 
deeper if it’s light and sandy. 

Planting sites around trees or build- 
ings that provide shade for half the 
day are good—especially for putting 
rich color into pink and red-cupped 
varieties. But daffodils do well also 
in full sun and definitely need some 
sunshine to flower freely. 

You may wish to set newest bulbs 
carefully in a flower bed near the 
house or to put miniature kinds in a 
rockery or wildflower garden. But 
the best use of daffodils around most 
farm homes is naturalized in grass 
areas at the edge of lawns or border- 
ing an orchard or woodland. Remem- 
ber, they must be where you can leave 
the grass uncut until their foliage 
ripens off and dies in late spring. 

Informal, irregular drifts of bulbs 
set 6 to 8 inches apart, but with 
all of one variety grouped together, 
are most natural and effective. Event- 
ually each original bulb becomes a 
clump and great carpets of bloom are 
produced (see picture). In such per- 
manent plantings, flower size and 
stem length tend to deteriorate with 
passing years, but the number of 
blooms actually increases if soil condi- 
tions are favorable. Only when clumps 
get so crowded that they cease bloom- 
ing freely is it necessary to lift and 
divide them. This, incidentally, is best 
done as the leaves mature and turn 
yellow. 

Feel free to cut and use your daf- 
fodil flowers indoors. But cut and 
don’t pull them, for pulling stems can 
be hard on bulbs. Leaf blades need- 
ed for arrangements are best taken 
from plentiful, rugged varieties. Leaves 
actually are the food factory of the 
bulbs and must grow to maturity if 
flower buds are formed for next 
year’s bloom. {End}

one called in December, 1945 (at 
which time the plant was closed for 
over a year). Case—termed a lag- 
gard in union recognition by the big 
unions—has kept its plants going be- 
cause the Local couldn't get a two- 
thirds majority strike vote (neces- 
sary for UAW aid). 


Early this year—voting late at night, 
after less enthusiastic members left— 
Local 180 got 66.62% (of those pres- 
ent) to vote a strike. (At that time, on- 
ly an estimated 60% of the plant 
workers were members of the Local, 
but many more joined later to get 
strike pay.) Walter Reuther (head of 
UAW) obviously deemed that suffi- 
cient excuse to step in and “teach Case 
a lesson.” 

United Auto Workers International 
spent over a million dollars against 
Case the first half of this year— 
money out of the “strike fund.” But 
there is plenty where that came from. 
Reuther can hold out. 

But how about the workers them- 
selves? How about Case Company? 
(Case has six other plants operating— 
has shown a shortage of only one 
model. ) 


Number 1 concern of the people in 
this city—including most of the work- 
ers you talk to—is getting the strike 
settled. They seem more interested in 
that than in how it is settled. 

The company says the issues that 
broke up “bargaining table” discus- 
sions are not things directly affecting 
the workers’ pay and/or working con- 
ditions. Case officials deny any real 
dispute over pay scales, hours, etc. 
The union made a list of 18 demands 
on the company. But—according to 
reports—it was mainly these that 
caused the balk: 


@ Top seniority for all (union) 
stewards and bargaining committee- 
men over people they represent and 
seniority for local union officers, 
plant-wide . . . Openings to be filled 
on basis of seniority (not merit). 


@ Union shop and check-off of 
union dues (by the company). 


@ Unlimited leaves of absence for 
employees leaving to work for the 
Local or the International Union. 


@ Before any employee is dis- 
ciplined . . . a hearing shall be held in 
which the union is represented (while 
insubordination continues). 


@ Pay for holidays falling on Sat- 
urday (a no-work day).

the workers. One worker's right he 
would preserve is the right to work, 

The first real violence came when 
the company set a deadline for work- 
ers to return—if they wanted to get 
their vacations with pay this year. 
July 25 was the date. And that morn- 
ing, a mob of some 1,000 congregated 
at the gates. Nobody was sure how 
many were workers trying to get in 
—how many were pickets, or hired 
“goons.” But the strikers won the day. 

Plant officials found the gates pad- 
locked — and the locks jammed 
(couldn't get to their own property). 
A plant supervisor was clubbed, a 
photographer clobbered. One worker 
left his car outside and climbed the 
fence to get to work, and his car was 
set on fire . . . Another had sugar 
dumped in his gas tank . . . And so on. 

Approach roads were closed, with 
deputies “helping” by warning work- 
ers violence might occur. The sheriff's 
office offered scant help (until a few 
days later, when the governor finally 
insisted). Company had to fly guards 
and firemen in and out by helicopter 
to protect the plant. And even after 
the gates were opened, executives had 
to run a “gauntlet” to get inside. 

Once order was restored to the point 
of mere picketing, about 150 workers 
came back (out of 1,900) and the 
plant was able to hire another 150 or 
so. And production eked up to 15% 
of normal. But trucks, train crews— 
even taxis—refuse to cross the picket 
lines. While no real harm has come 
(yet) to those who went back to 
work, the label of “scab” put on them 
urges others to stay away. (There are 
reports about “threatening calls.”) 

Where does it end? President Grede 
proposes three alternatives: 

The union can back off its 
sonable” demands. 

The workers can go back to work 
in defiance of the union. 

The plant can be closed indefinitely, 
or moved to another location where 
people want to work (where there is 
a state “right-to-work” law). 

The union is unyielding on “power 
issues.” The International is well-heal- 
ed and healthy. It says Case is un- 
reasonable and, as proof, points to 
other companies that surrendered. 

In this case, the real victims are the 
plant workers who are getting by on 
“picket pay”—or turning to employ- 
ment elsewhere. But with farmers it 
could be the other way ‘round. Tractor 
parts don’t spoil. Eggs, milk, fruits 
and vegetables do. A short strike at 
the right time could mean a year’s 
loss to a farmer—fast bankruptcy for 
objectors. [End]

an English market might be developed to sup- 


plement the lagging domestic market. 





A “WAITING CONTEST” has developed between West Texas 


cattlemen and Midwestern feeders on fall 
feeder calves. Ranchmen who got 35 cents a 
pound for steer calves last year think the 
present 25-cent level is cheap enough. Feed- 
ers have been holding for an even cheaper 
price, with result that big percentage of 
calves remains unsold. Traditional fall move- 
ment time is almost here. On ranchman's side 
is good rainfall, plentiful grass and no 
urgency to sell.

What Should a 
Truck Cost? 


HOW much does it actually cost to 
Operate your own farm truck? Uni- 
versity of Arkansas economist D. F. 
Capstick has made a survey among 
farm truck owners in his state to find 
out. 

Actual costs— counting “out-of- 
pocket” expenses plus such things as 
depreciation, taxes and insurance— 
depend on the number of miles driven 
per year and how often the truck is 
traded in, of course. It averages out 
something like this: 

@ With a half-ton pickup, driven 
30,000 miles a year, it’s about six 
cents a mile (regardless of how often 
it’s traded in, in this case). If it’s driven 
only 10,000 miles a year, it’s 11.4 
cents a mile when traded in once a 
year, 10.8 cents if every two years, 
9.5 cents if every three years, and 
only a little less if traded in less often. 

@ With a 1%-ton truck, driven 
10,000 miles, it’s 16.7 cents a mile 
if traded every year, only a little less 
if traded less often. Driven only 2,000 
miles a year, the cost gets as high as 
68.6 cents a mile (if traded every year; 
59.8 if traded every two years, 52.1 
if every three years). 

@ Operating a used truck does fig- 
ure out cheaper per mile than a new 
one, Capstick found. Examples: if 
driven 6,000 miles a year, and traded 
each year, a new truck can cost 38 
cents a mile where a used one can 
cost only 23.3 cents. 


More About Implants 
Before Feedlot 


LATEST report by Texas A&M Col- 
lege makes it look okay to use stil- 
bestrol implants for suckling calves 
even if they are to go in feedlot later 
on. If you use only 12 mg. of stil- 
bestrol for the calves—even for wean- 
ed calves on pasture—no bad side ef- 
fects will develop, the Texas tests have 
found. And there will be no side ef- 
fects when these calves are reimplant- 
ed in the feedlot later on. 

However, three (12 mg.) implants 
looks like too much. If the calves get 
a first implant as suckling calves, and 
a second as weaned calves on pasture, 
the third implant, in the feedlot, won't 
give the growth “kick” that it should 
—not as much as if the two earlier 
implants hadn't been given 

And — although these results are 
backed up by similar tests by other 
stations—most buyers of feeder calves 
still don’t like for them to have been 
implanted at all. They'll dock ‘em 
if they know.

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How much good can 
Crop rotation do? 


HOW much good can crop rotation 
do? On low-fertility land, quite a lot, 
Texas’ Blackland Experiment Water- 
shed Station has found. The station, 
at Reisel near Waco, has just reported 
on 10 years of comparisons between 
continuous cash-cropping and rota- 
tions. Example of the difference: con- 
tinuous cotton, 162 pounds of lint 
per acre; cotton in rotation with oats- 
clover, 266 pounds an acre—in an 
area where half-bale yields are con- 
sidered high. 


The oats-clover, cotton two-year ro- 
tation system which produced the 
highest cotton yields requires plowing 
the clover and oats stubble in July or 
early August after shredding. The 
field is then disked or sweep-tilled in 
the fall to kill volunteer oats before 
listing for cotton the following season. 
After harvest, cotton stalks are shred- 
ded and stubs under-cut with flat bot- 
tom sweeps. This operation is fol- 
lowed by an off-set or tandem disk, 
for seedbed preparation for seeding 
oats-clover and applying 150 pounds 
of 0-45-0 fertilizer in the fall, at 
time of seeding. Similar cultural prac- 
tices are used for the oats-clover, sor- 
ghum two-year system, but with 200 
pounds of 16-20-0 fertilizer put down 
with the oats-clover. 


The oats-clover, sweet sudan two- 
year system is primarily for grazing. 
Sudan is planted in rows the last week 
of March, and grazed at intervals 
through June, July and August. By 
late August, sudan stubble is shredded 
and stubs are under-cut with flat-bot- 
tom sweeps, followed by an off-set or 
tandem disk in preparing for oats and 
clover in the early fall. Volunteer oats 
are killed by disking or sweep tillage 
in preparing the seedbed for spring 
planting of sudan. Oats yield with this 
system: 35.8 bushels. Fertilizer is 
same as with oats-clover-sorghum. 


In the cotton, grain sorghum, oats- 
clover, three-year system, cotton fol- 
lows the oats-clover. The oats-clover

land is flatbroken, then the field is 
disked to kill the oats for seedbed 
preparation for cotton. Seed are cov- 
ered with loose soil. Rolling or firm- 
ing the soil is usually done the second 
day after planting if it doesn’t rain be- 
fore this job is accomplished. 


When cotton is up to a stand, it’s 
cultivated with a rotary hoe followed 
by sweep cultivation as needed to con- 
trol weeds. Early-season insect con- 
trol is practiced. It was necessary in 
some years to use late season control 
methods. After harvest, cotton is 
shredded, and the stalk stubs plowed 
out with a moldboard or disk breaking 
plow. The land is then sweep-tilled 
before laying off rows for planting 
sorghum. The oats-clover seedbed on 
sorghum land is prepared with a two- 
way disk after the stalks are shred- 
ded. Stubble is killed with flat bot- 
tom sweeps. The 200 pounds of 16- 
20-0 fertilizer per acre goes on the 
oats-clover. Average yield of cotton 
with this system: 251 pounds per acre; 
oats, 34.4 bushels; grain sorghum, 
2,052 pounds. 


Cultural practices for the cotton, 
oats-clover, grain sorghum three-year 
system are similar to those of the cot- 
ton, grain sorghum, oats-clover system. 
The chief difference is in the sequence 
of crops and the kind and amount of 
fertilizer applied. In this system, cot- 
ton follows grain sorghum, oats-clover 
(which gets 150 pounds of 0-45-0 fer- 
tilizer) follows cotton and sorghum 
follows oats-clover. Average yields: 
237.5 pounds lint cotton, 34.8 bushels 
Oats, 1,895 pounds grain sorghum. 


The last three-year system has a 
green manure crop of winter peas be- 
fore cotton, then oats-clover (with 
same amount of fertilizer), followed by 
grain sorghum. Winter peas also get 
150 pounds of 0-45-0 per acre. Aver- 
age yields: 201.7 pounds lint cotton, 
45.3 bushels oats, 2,491 pounds grain 
sorghum.

“The Greatest Show on Earth” 


Washington, D. C.—Barnum might have been right about 
how many suckers are being born (one a minute) . . . but if 
he still thinks he and Ringling Bros. put on the “greatest show 
on earth,” he just hasn't seen the U. S. Senate in a “bob- 
tailed session” during a Presidential campaign. 

It wasn’t much of a farm show (nobody wanted to get 
that bear by the tail). But it’s just as well. Because the 
short August session of Congress was a comedy of errors 
from its conception. It was conjured up by Speaker Rayburn 
(D-Tex.) of the House and the Senate Majority Leader 
as a likely spot for Lyndon Johnson in his campaign for the 
Presidency. As the Democratic nominee, he could display 
his wares of experience, cunning and political know-how 
to perfection—using the dome of the capitol as his “big top.” 

But when Johnson came off second best in the prelimi- 
naries at Los Angeles, it meant there would have to be a 
new “ringmaster” at the opening of the show in Washington. 
Jack Kennedy. And Senator Kennedy didn’t have Johnson's 
masterful touch. He didn’t have the Johnson flare for 
drama, the Johnson leadership ability, or the same respect 
for or from other performers. So the show got out of hand. 

But it was a great show, even if it wasn’t the kind the 
Democrats had planned and wanted. The Senate chamber 
was the center ring of a big circus. Trouble was that such 
second-billed characters as Dirksen of Illinois and Goldwater 
of Arizona were running off with the show—getting too 
much applause. And Kennedy was totally unable to cope with 
them—even with Johnson at his elbow. Before it was over 
the majority side of the aisle wanted out—especially the 
senator from Massachusetts, who suspected he was the goat. 


The masters did all they could for him. Rayburn—who 
had already planned to let the Senate have the spotlight a 
full week before bringing the House into session—granted 
Kennedy extra time by merely calling roll every noon and 
“recessing” until the next day. (This had to be done because 
there are rules about how long one House can be in session 
without the other.) This went on for another full week— 
but the loss of time didn’t cost the performers; taxpayers 
kept the turnstiles turning anyway. 

Senator Johnson gallantly stepped aside to let his “leader” 
run the show. But as you watched from the gallery you 
couldn't help being reminded of a father trying to show his 
Little Leaguer how to handle a bat. Kennedy was about 
as graceful as a rank beginner. And Republican leader Dirk- 
sen—in rare form—was pitching those high, inside, fast balls. 

In debate on the new minimum wage law, finally passed, 
Kennedy was consulted each time an amendment was 
offered. If he nodded his head the Democrats dutifully 
voted it in; if he frowned, or shook his curly locks, it was 
defeated. There was none of the finesse Johnson would 
have used—Lyndon wouldn't dare openly dictate to the boys 
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the way Kennedy did. (He lets them think they are doing 
things for themselves—and they stay in line.) 

Once, Mr. Kennedy found himself voting against an 
amendment he had endorsed and promised to support 
because a misprint in the official document meant the dif- 
ference in some millions of workers being brought under 
minimum wage—and Dirksen used a one-man objection to 
keep them from correcting the language. (The amend- 
ment passed, Dirksen’s way.) 


Most significant farm vote was when Senator Holland (D- 
Fla.) introduced an amendment with language stating that 
the Secretary of Labor (Mitchell) does not have the consti- 
tutional right to regulate farm wages, working conditions, 
etc. His amendment was defeated, with the following 
Southern senators voting against him: Gore and Kefauver 
(Tenn.); Hill and Sparkman (Ala.); Johnson and Yarborough 
(Tex.); Monroney (Okla.); and Johnston (S.C.). (Only sur- 
prise vote in this bunch—against farmers and the Consti- 
tution—was Johnston of South Carolina.) 

A little later, Goldwater threw up his hands in des- 
pair and said he might as well quit offering amendments 
(for a one-man, Kennedy, veto). He mournfully added that 
“If this is a view of the ‘new frontier, I am more afraid 
of it than ever.” 

The gallery loved it. You could sit there with your eyes 
closed and tell each time Mr. Kennedy left or returned to 
the floor, or moved, or combed his hair, or sneezed. (The 
Oh-h-h’s and Ah-h-h’s would resound in this historic 
chamber.) Galleries were so full, guards had to empty them 
every 20 minutes to let people waiting outside have a look. 
And sure ‘nough—everytime they played fruit basket turn- 
over, Kennedy faithfully got up and moved about the floor 
giving one and all a peek at his “profile.” 

Senate President Richard Nixon, the other candidate, 
didn’t get into the act very often. There wasn’t a vote even 
close enough for him to get a “nay” in edgeways (he votes 
only in case of a tie). So he went West and South 
to get the jump in trying to get top billing for next “season.” 

As things went from bad to worse for him on the floor, 
Senator Kennedy wished more and more for the final cur- 
tain. When Dirksen maneuvered to get Southern “con- 
servatives” to join Republicans in defeating Jack’s Social 
Security plan for Medical Aid to the Aged (part of his plat- 
form) . . . that did it. He was ready to close. 

Not much more happened after that, except that Congress 
passed an almost $4 billion Foreign Aid bill—which Ike 
said was too small. Final drafts of Minimum Wage ended 
up a $1.15 minimum with extension to some three million 
new workers—but not farm workers. 

It was a great show. And you paid the bill. So you had a 
right to this detailed and accurate report.
